Order of National War Labour Board 
to Employers and Employees: 


An employer who was not paying his 
employees a cost of living bonus prior 
to February 15; 1942, may not start to 
pay such a bonus on or after that date, 
nor may an employer who has been paying ' 
such a bonus now increase it unless ‘he has 
specific permission from a War Labour
